Ballot* Exceedingly Long And 
Counting Probably Will Be 
1 Slow 


MINIMUM VOTE OF 
4,000 IS EXPECTED 


Morgan Probably Will Poll In 
Excess of 5,000 
Ballots 


W ith women voting, for the first 
time in a state-wide Democratic pri­ 
mary, balloting was reported spirited 
all over Morgan County today and a 
large vote was anticipated. 
At thtf'vfarious polling places in flfie 
Twin Cities today, there could be seen 
more women at die polls, ami voting, 
than at any other previous election 
held in the county; 
Various 
esti­ 
mates placed on the 
entire 
voting 
strength of the county since the wom­ 
en vote has become a factor, place the 
maximum strength of the county as 
6,000. The minimum is placed at 4,- 
000. 
A conservative estimate then 
would be 6,000. It is estimated that 
it will take at least 5 minutes to 
properly tabulate » single ballot when 
the count begins. 
For instance: a 
polling 
place where 200 votes are 
cast, according to the above, will take 
16 hours to.tabula^ §nd count. Thus 
it will be seen that it is a tedious job 
to count the ballots, and it will prob­ 
ably be well up into Wednesday be­ 
fore accurate results are known.

seen the mixing plant of the local 
brick' and tile company—for they are 
just alike with two exceptions—the 
plant at Wilson dam is the largest of 
its kind in the 
world and crushes 
granite—the plaint at Decatur is an 
80 h. p. affair and ¿rushes and grinds 
river loam soil. 
Being a dirt farmer originally, the 
writer was not slow to notice that 
the dirt grinding plant of Mr. Neher 
(He is the general manager, 
part 
owner and civil engineer of the brick 
and tile 
chmpany) 
had 
revolving 
parts for the world like a cutaway 
harrow. 
After the dirt is worked 
through a number of processes water 
is added in moderation, the brick leak­ 
ing machine works, the-brick cutting 
cylinders work and before you know 
it out go the finished bricks by" the 
dozen and hundreds. 
Mr. Neher said 
the capacity of his plant was 30,000 
bricks a day, almost enough to erect 
a five room house. 
At present the 
plant is not run half its capacity; but 
it is. making monejf. 
Hew It Is Done.

Mr. btefar hails from “high Jack­ 
son” county where he made a brick 
maker out of himself by actual prac­ 
tice, and an enginee'r and manager j 
opt of himself by reading and prac­ 
tice. The way he explained his works

The old-time family physician, starting with his 
evolution from a professional barber-surgeon, has 
been and is today in parts of the Old Worki and 
the isolated hamlets in this country obstetrician, 
dentist, hygienist and general adviser of the 
home.
